The order was issued at the re- 
quest of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board as a consequence of the 
June 17 crash of a United Aj 
Lines DC-6 near Mt. Carmel, Pa., 
in which 43 lives were lost. 

The cause has not been estab- 
lished, but one theory under in- 
vestigation is that the pilot and 
co-pilot of the plane may have 
been affected by fumes of carbon 
dioxide from the airplane's fire 
extinguishers. 

If these fumes had seeped into 
the pilot’s compartment while the 
airplane was at high altitude and 
air pressure was being artifically 
maintained in a sealed compart- 
ment, they might have been suf- 
ficiently strong to have overcome 
the crew. The plane was at an 
altitude of 13,000 to 17,000 when it 
encountered difficulty, and at 
that altitude its pressure main- 
tenance system, to compensate 
for rarified atmosphere, would 
have been in operation. 

Further Inquiry Planned. 

The CAB explained that its re- 
qhest for the CAA order was pre- 
cautionary,

Witnesses have described the 
flight of the airplane in its last 
moments as “erratic,” a circum- 
stance which tends to support the 
theory the crew may have been 
affected by carbon dioxide from 
the fire extinguishers. The fumes 
would have been quickly dissipat- 
ed by normal ventilation if the 
pressure maintenance system 
were not in operation, and the 
oxygen Masks are a furthe:

The situation in Berlin is better now that 
Secretary Marshall and Foreign Minister Bevin 
have joined the issue on the highest Cabinet 
level with Soviet Russia. 

It is better because these responsible offi- 
cials have said in effect that Berlin is not going 
to be another Munich. 

It is better because they have asserted, almost 
in so many words, that whatever else happens 
in Europe it will not be a repetition of appease- 
ment. | 

It is better because the United States and 
Great Britain together have pledged themselves 
that in their relations with Stalin’s Kremlin they 
will not make the mistake that Great Britain 
made alone in its dealings with Hitler's Nazi 
state. | 

The situation is better particularly because a 
direct approach to the very top of the Commu- 
nist dictatorship is under consideration if not 
already agreed on | 

The timing and the manner of the Allied-stiate- 
ments are significant 

In London, Mr. Bevin tells the House of Com- 
mons: “If ever there was a time to stand firm 
it is now.” In Washington, Mr. Marshall, though 
in a hospital, releases a formal statement in 
which he says that regardless of the blockade 
of Berlin “we intend to stay.” 

If the Russian leaders have memories long 
enough to go back to the days of World War il, 
when their soldiers were comrades in arms with 
the soldiers of the Western democracies, they 
will take these statements at their full worth. 
They will conclude that no amount of blockading, 
no campaign of annoyance and inconvenience, 
will induce us to leave. 

On the contrary, they will see that the star- 
vation which they have undertaken makes it 
only the more necessary that we do not yield a 
single inch. 

Had the Russians co-operated fully in a genv- 
ine four-power administration of Germany, there 
might well have come a time when the Western 
Allies could have withdrawn voluntarily from 
Rerlin..We might have turned our sector over 
to a German city administration within the Rus- 
Sian zone of o€cupation.

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Blind Spots in the Milk Report 

The report of the Citizens’ Milk Investigation 
Committee contains a number of constructive 
suggestions for bettering the milk situation in 
St. Louis, and these should be carried out as 
fast as time will permit. Nevertheless, @ is, as 
the Sanitary Milk Producers charge, a preju- 
diced report. : 

One will search report in vain for anvy- 
thing resembling a fair accounting of the deficit 
of Grade-A milk in the St. Louis milkshed. In- 
deed, the committee seeks, by emphasizing the 
annual surplus and minimizing the seasonal! def}- 
cit, to sustain Commissioner Bredeck’s ostrich- 
like assumption that no deficit exists. If fresh 
milk could be preserved from the spring sur- 
plus until the autumn scarcity, such reasoning 
would make sense, Unfortunately this isn’t true 

The only figures which the committee sub- 
mits indicate that the annual deficit is about 
8.000.000 pounds, and that the added cost of 
filling this deficit from the Chicago milkshed is 
something less than $200,000 a year. Actualiv, 
these are the figures for fluid milk sales onlv. 

They take no account of more than a million 
pounds of cream that has to be brought in from 
the outside, or of 13,000,000 pounds of skim 
milk, or of importations of whole milk which 
were not sold as such but still had to be sched- 
uled and paid for to assure local distributors of 
a supply sufficient to meet the demand. 

Fred Shipley, federal milk market adminis- 
trator in St. Louis, estimates the total burden 
imposed on St. Louis consumers because of the 
lack of sufficient milk in this milkshed at $600.- 
M0 a vear 

Again, aithough the committee piaces the 
greatest stress on rigid inspection of dairies, it 
nowhere notes that failure to obtain sufficient 
Grade-A production in the St. Louis area has 
forced the importation of a substantial portion 
of our milk from a milkshed which Dr. Bredeck 
savs does not enforce adequate standards. 

The committee passes over lightly the charge 
that the City Health Department, by failing to 
maintain good public relations with producers, 
must bear at least partial responsibility for the 
shortage in this milkshed. Two or three times 
as much milk is produced as is needed to fill 
Grade-A demands, but the farmers prefer to 
sell it at a cheaper price to condenseries and 
butter and cheese plants, rather than qualify for 
the local fluid milk market. 

Yet at the same time that the number af pro- 
ducers for the City of St. Louis was falling off 
sharply, the number of producers for East St. 
Louis and St. Louis county showed a good in- 
crease. The ratings assigned by the United States 
Public Health Service do not indicate that milk 
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* elect a Communist officer 


inspection in the suburbs suffers by comparison 
with that for the City of St. Louis. Indeed, East 
St. Louis’ rating is higher. 

Regardless of what the committee said, Health 
Commissioner Bredeck has not measured up in 
preserving good relations with dairy farmers or 
in fostering the production of Grade-A milk !n 
this area. It is his duty to correct these defects, 
and the duty of the Kaufmann Administration 
to see that it is done. 
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A Violation of Civil Liberty 

In New York a special three-judge federa! 
court has handed down a decision which seems 
to us an invasion of civil liberty. The court up- 
held the provision of the Taft-Hartley Act denvy- 
ing unions the services of the National Labor 
Relations Board unless their officials have signed 
a non-Communist oath. 

Union members would do well, of course, to 
choose leaders whose loyalty to the United States 
and to American principles is not brought into 
question by adherence to Communism. Most un- 
ions have followed this policy all along. Others 
which a few years ago were electing Communist 
officers are now refusing to elect Communists 

But for Congress to say that a union may not 
without sacrificing 
access to the NLRB is a different matter. As far 
as federal law is concerned, the Communist party 
is just as legal a party as the Republicans or 
Democrats. And as long as this remains true 
we know of no constitutional means by which a 
citizen, for merely being a Communist, can be 
deprived of any civil right. 

In the New York case, Judge Simon Rifkind 
wrote a vigorous dissent. Of the anti-Communis! 
oath he said: 

It abridges freedom of speech and the 
right of assembly without a showing of clear 
and present danger. Indeed, on the argu- 
mient, the defendant, the labor board, dis- 
avowed the presence of clear and present 
danger. 

If there were ‘‘clear and present danger,” 
which there is not, Congress might want to out- 
law the Communist party altogether. But as long 
as being a Communist violates no law, there is 
no safe ground for infringing a Communist's 
rights. To the contrary, it would create a prece- 
dent ‘endangering the /iberties of all. 
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86 School Systems + 

Having commenced as a rural county, St. 
Louis County still has one-room and two-room 
schools. According to the Governmental Research 
Institute, 86 separate school districts operate in 
the county, some with one teacher, two with less 
than 10 pupils and 32 of them without so much 
as 100 pupils and the taxes on $500,000 of prop- 
ertv to support them.’ 

This situation is obviously wasteful. Worse, 
children in undersized schools cannot possibly 
receive the benefits of well-balanced instruction 
and good physical equipment which this prosper- 
ous county could easily afford to provide. The 
solution, therefore, is to merge small and weak 
school districts into larger, stronger and more 
efficient ones, expanding the school bus service 
to whatever extent this course makes necessary. 

Since the free will of the people should and 
does rule, the desirable degree of reorganization 
will not come quickly. Fortunately, however, a 
new state law provides an incentive by directing 
each county to develop consolidation plans. To 
this end, the boards of the 86 school districts 
will soon elect a board of six members. 
This new body will begin its life in the face of 
clear need and opportunity. With the stake that 
parents and other taxpayers have in the outcome, 


its work will deserve close watching.

Most people are sympathetic to the gen- 
eral idea of pensions for aged workers 
Those most interested in promoting pen- 
sions are looking askance at the Lewis set 
tlement. They fear that if it is to he a 
precedent, then the public interest will not 
be adequately protected. 


Legal Subject for Bargaining 


Another point to be kept in mind is that 
pensions are subject to collective bargain- 
ing. In the years heretofore they were 
not, but the National Labor Relations 
Board has now ruled that they are. 

The story really starts as of May, 1946 
It was then that the first welfare and re 
tirement fund for soft coal Miners was 
provided in an agreement signed by John 
L.. Lewis and Secretary Krug. The Govern- 
ment had taken over the mines after a 
long strike. 

This fund was financed Dy a royalty of 
5 cents a ton, to be paid by the coal opera- 
tors. It was understood that the industry 
would pass the royalty along to the public. 
The fund was to be managed by three trus- 
Lees 

The miners and private operators ex- 
ecuted a. new agreement ia private agree- 
ment) in July. This agreement raised the 
royalty to 10 cents, It also provided that 
the trustees designate a special portion of 
the fund for pensions 

Trustees named were Ezra Van Horn 
for the operators, John lL. Lewis for the 
miners and Thomas E. Murray, an abie 
and public-minded New York engineer, who 
was selected by the other two. 


Trustees Could Not Agree 


The trustees had a formidable joh. They 
couldn't agree. The upshot wag that no 
pension plan could be put into effect be- 
cause the trustees could not work one out. 
Murray finally resigned. 

Because no pension plan was agreed 
upon, Lewis said the basic agreement be- 
tween the operators and miners had been 
“dishonored.” and the miners quit work. 
Lewis was then ordered by United States 
District Court to get them back, which he 
did not do, and a hearing was set for 
Monday, April 12 to determine whether 
Lewis was in contempt-.of court. 

Three days before the contempt hearing, 
Speaker of the House Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. got together with Senator Stvyies 
Bridges and asked if he would take the 
vacant job of neutral trustee. Bridges 
said ves 

Early the following morning-two days 
before Lewis was to appear in court 
Martin called Lewis and Van Horn to the 
Speaker's office. Lewis said he had known 
Bridazes for some time and thought highly 
of him. It was then Van Horn’s turn to 
speak, and although he knew Bridges only 
casualiy, he decided to accept him. 

Coal operators say that Van Horn had 


no special feelings one way or another, 
but that he accepted the Senator primarily 
hecauwse of the rce of the suggestion.

ada last Friday. On his trip he.

Manitoba Federation of Fish and | 
Game Associations and participat-_ 


ed in an aerial and canoe survey 
of duck nesting areas. 

Searles told of a three and one- 
half mile canoe trip on Delta 
Marsh at the south end of Lake 
Manitoba — probably the chief 
breeding ground of canvas backs. 

“There were eight of us making 
the survey,” he said, “and we only 
counted 351 ducks. It is estimated 
that there are not more than 75 
canvas backs on Delta Marsh.” 

“The view from the plane,” 
Secrles said, “showed us the 
marsh is definitely carrying a low 
population of ducks.” 

I said the group also sur- 
veyed the pot-hole area of Mind- 
nosa in the vicinity of the city of 
Neepwa and adéed “indications 
here, too, point to a somewhat 
lower population g nesting ducks 
than a year ago.” 

Two reasons for the low popu- 
lation, he said are “that some 
areas have been heavily flooded 
while other areas have suffered 
from drought We don't know 
where these ducks have gone to. 
We haven't been able to locate 
them 

In spite of the fact that the 
provinces had a bag limit of seven 
birds per day, the per-hunter take 
in the area on Lake Winnepogis 
was only 3.5 birds per day during 
a checking period of approxi- 
mately a week.”
